HOOSIER SALON STORY 


In 1913, the Daughters of Indiana, a 
Federated Club of Illinois, was founded 
for the purpose of keeping alive among 
the members an interest in the history, 
art, literature, and cultural currents of 
Indiana — the former home of all the 
members. In 1925 this group held an art 


exhibition of the work of Indiana Artists 
in the Marshall Field and Company Gal- 
leries. A distinct success, the exhibition 
was repeated in 1926 and the founding of 
the Hoosier Salon Patrons Association 
followed with the art chairman of the 
Daughters of Indiana, Mrs. C. B. King, as 
the Association’s Executive Chairman. 
Mrs. King held this office until Septem- 
ber, 1941, when she moved to California. 
In 1942, the offices of the Association 
moved to Indianapolis and the William 
H. Block Company has since given the 
use of its auditorium for the annual 
showing. 

The annual luncheon-business meet- 
ing of the officers and directors of the 
Hoosier Salon Patrons Association was 
held on October 1, 1947, in the Harrison 
Room of the Columbia Club, Indianapolis, 
opening the 1947 - 48 year of the Associa- 
tion. All officers were re-elected as fol- 
lows: Mrs. J. E. P. Holland, Bloomington, 
president; Mrs. Leonidas F. Smith, Indi- 
anapolis, executive chairman; Mark C. 
Honeywell, Wabash, vice-president; Mrs. 
Ruth Ball Harker, Muncie, secretary; 
James R. Rogan, Indianapolis, treasurer; 
Mrs. Arthur B. Wright, Chicago, coun- 
selor. Mrs. J. D. Young, Columbus, Indi- 
ana, was elected to replace Mrs. Paul 
Ranier, Seymour, as Psi Iota Xi repre- 
sentative on the Board of Trustees. 

Patrons of the Salon include such 
prominent persons as Will H. Hays and 
“Ole” Olson of New York, John McCutch- 
eon, Chicago, Hugh Norman and Dr. Her- 
man Wells, Bloomington, Dr. Ralph Tirey, 
Terre Haute, and C. Warner Williams, 
Culver. 

The office and galleries of the Hoosier 
Salon Patrons Association, located on the 
sixth floor of the State Life Building in 
Indianapolis are open daily from 9 to 4:30 
o’clock, excepting Sundays and holidays, 
and with the exception of the month of 
August, when the galleries are open dur- 
ing the afternoon. Saturday afternoons, 
the galleries close at 3 o’clock. Both one 
man shows and group exhibitions are 
held. In the past fiscal year, twenty ex- 
hibits, representing 100 artists, were held. 
All Indiana artists who have passed the 
annual jury of the Hoosier Salon, have 
had the privilege of exhibiting their work 
for sale in two of the rooms. 

Six exhibitions have been sent out dur- 
ing this past fiscal year from the gal- 
leries — two to the Women’s Department 
Club of Indianapolis, one to Indiana Cen- 
tral College, Indianapolis; one to North 
Manchester College, North Manchester; 
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one to the Tipton Art Association; and 
one to the Psi Iota Xi Sorority at Vin- 
cennes, where it was shown in the Junior 
High School. 

Part of the 1947 Hoosier Salon was sent 
to the following sponsors: Anderson Civic 
Art Association, Ball State Teachers’ Col- 
lege at Muncie, Indiana University, Shel- 
don Swope Art Gallery, Terre Haute; 
Altrusa Club, Gary; Tri Kappa at Delphi 
and Monticello; Kentland Women’s Club, 
Indiana University Extension Center at 
Kokomo; and the Hoosier Salon Patrons 
at South Bend. The South Bend show- 
ing was the first group of pictures hung 
in the new museum presented to South 
Bend by Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Morris. Mrs. 
Morris is a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Hoosier Salon Patrons 
Association. 

Nine new Tri Kappa chapters and 
eight new Psi Iota Xi chapters have been 
added to the Association membership in 
the past year. Psi Iota Xi interest and 
support of the Hoosier Salon is readily 
understandable and significantly appro- 
priate since one of the aims of the so- 
rority is the furthering of cultural enter- 
prises. 

A preview of the 1948 Salon and a buf- 
fet dinner were held on Sunday, January 
25, from 4 to 8 o’clock in the evening. 
The attendance was at gallery capacity, 
and we know we missed seeing many Psi 
Otes, but we spied Letha Gaskins, Grand 
President 1925 - 26, who often enters her 
pictures in the exhibit. Among the other 
Psi Otes present were Mary Ann Reed, 
symphony chairman; Margaret Rether- 
ford, former symphony chairman; Leah 
Flint, Grand Vice-president; Kathryn 
Gordon, Grand President; Mary Etta 
Hougland, Grand Conductress; Thelma 
Phillips, former Southern Province 
Chairman, and your reporter. The buffet 
tables in the Terrace Room were beauti- 
fully appointed and the food was deli- 
cious. A string ensemble played through- 
out the party. 

The 24th Annual Hoosier Salon opened 
to the general public on January 26 and 
continued through February 8, 1948, in 
the Auditorium Galleries of the William 
H. Block Company, Indianapolis. Ap- 
proximately 200 entries in the fields of 
oil, water color, pastel, and sculpture 
were shown. The galleries were crowded 
all week, proof that the exhibit is an in- 
spiration to exhibitors, patrons, and the 
public. 

Representatives of the special groups 
acted as hostesses each day of the ex- 
hibit. Psi Iota Xi was represented by 
Thelma Phillips on Saturday, January 31, 
and by Newell Hulvershorn on Saturday, 
February 7. 


Psi Iota Xi awarded three purchase 
prizes during the exhibit, totaling $300. 
These three pictures will be drawn at 
June Convention and some lucky chapter 
in each of the three provinces will go 
home with an outstanding picture, for 
each picture received awards from other 
art patrons. “Babes in the Woods” by 
Evelynne Mess received one of two prizes 
for outstanding landscapes in any me- 
dium. This prize of $100 was awarded 
by Keeling and Company, Inc. ‘Morning 
Glories” by Cloa Ginney, received one of 
three prizes for flowers in oil. This $100 
prize was awarded by Mr. and Mrs. J. I. 
Holeomb. “Bridge Across the Wabash,” 
by D. Omer Seamon was one of four out- 
standing water colors and was awarded 
the prize of $50 given by Mr. and Mrs. E. 
M. Morris. 

It may surprise many to know the ex- 
tent of the business of the Hoosier Salon 
Patrons Association. For the six year 
period that the headquarters have been 
in Indianapolis — 1942 - 47 inclusive — 
the sales at the galleries have totaled 
$41,472.94; the sales at the showing at 
Blocks, $12,459.95; and the prizes at the 
annual showing at the William H. Block 
Company have totaled $27,845.00; all of 
which makes an over all average of near- 
ly $14,000 yearly in sales and prizes. 

As a proof of the permanent and grow- 
ing interest of hundreds of persons in 
this inspirational and cultural enterprise, 
receipts of the Association during the 
fiscal year of 1947 were nearly $32,000. 
This figure does not include member- 
ships. 

We all share in the benefits of the 
Hoosier Salon. Such privileges carry re- 
sponsibilities — renewed, and increasing 
responsibilities. We Psi Otes have been 
lending our support to the Salon because 
we have been convinced of its worthi- 
ness. It is a continuing obligation of 
ours to aid in its maintenance and 
erowth, and as it expands to expand our 
support of it.

OUR CHARITY PROGRAM 


Our charity program for the past year 
has been threefold. First, we issued five 
$100.00 scholarships to students special- 
izing in speech and hearing therapy, at 
Indiana State Teachers’ College, and one 
$100.00 scholarship in the same field to 
a student at Ohio State University. We 
have supported a summer clinic at Ball 
State Teachers’ College and a summer 
clinic at Indiana University. Both of 
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these clinics serve to aid handicapped 
children in the field of speech and hear- 
ing. In addition we supported a four-day 
traveling clinic sponsored by Indiana 
University. 


REPORT ON SCHOLARSHIPS 


The following students at Indiana 
State Teachers’ College received Psi Iota 
Xi scholarship awards for the year 1947- 
48: Joan Derringer, Covington; Dorothy 
Donahue, Indianapolis; Leahea Gram- 
matico, Terre Haute; Joan Hudson, Bra- 
zil; Alice Ann Meagher, Terre Haute. 
These students are ranking in the upper 
three-tenths of their classes scholastical- 
ly, and, in addition are persons of warm 
personalities coupled with a keen under- 
standing of problems of handicapped 
children and have proved their ability 
to help them. In June 1948 four of the 
above girls graduated and will either 
further their studies in graduate work 
or will go into the field of teaching where 
a great number of handicapped children 
can benefit from their training. The 
Department of Special Education at In- 
diana State Teachers’ College in collab- 
oration with the national Psi Iota Xi 
charity committee will award new schol- 
arships to five worthy and interested 
students for the year 1948-47. 

At Ohio State University our scholar- 
ship was awarded to Marguerite Thomp- 
son of Put-in-Bay, Ohio. She was grad- 
uated from Ohio State University in June, 
1947. Her academic average is between 
B and A. She has continued work in the 
field of speech and hearing therapy, 
studying toward a Master’s Degree. At 
the conclusion of her present graduate 
study, she plans to enter the field of 
speech correction. Another scholarship 
will be awarded to a deserving student 
during the year 1948-49. 


BALL STATE CLINIC 


We sponsor a speech and hearing clinic 
during both summer terms for children 
between the ages of 8 - 12 who need 
help in speech, lip reading, and articular 
training. 

All expenses including board, room, 
and contingent fees are taken care of by 
our national budget. A local chapter 
individual speech lessons, 9 to 9:45 
o’clock; gym-swimming, 10 to 10:30 
o’clock; lunch, 11:30 o’clock; rest, 12 to 1 
o’clock. 

In the afternoon the program contin- 
ues with individual speech lessons, 1 to 


2 o'clock; group speech lessons, 3 to 3:30 
o’clock; individual speech lessons, 3 to 4 
o'clock; play time at Burris or Emerson, 
library time, trips, 4 to 5 o’clock; home 
to clean up, read, and rest, 5 to 5:45, and 
dinner at 5:45. 


From 6:15 to 6:30 the children will 
have free time for play, reading, or mail. 
Special programs, movies, story telling 
and records will entertain them from 6:30 
to 7:30 o’clock; then off to bed at 8 
o’clock. 


INDIANA UNIVERSITY CLINIC 


In the past we have sponsored (1) a 
winter clinic for six children for a period 
of 18 weeks; (2) a summer clinic of 15 
children for a period of 8 weeks; (3) 
ten children were admitted for a period 
of five to ten days when they received 
thorough examination and diagnosis; 
(4) a traveling clinic which allowed two 
days or more in each province and which 
examined children who would be admit- 
ted to the clinic at a later date. 

However, this year we sponsored only 
a Summer clinic and the traveling clinic; 
this was due to the fact that funds have 
been allocated by the State Department 
of Special Education for clinical pur- 
poses at Indiana University and our 
funds are no longer needed. 

Therefore, a new proposal was pre- 
sented to the delegates for voting upon 
at June convention. This proposal which 
was voted upon favorably, recommended 
a traveling clinic sponsored by Psi Iota 
Xi sorority and Indiana University for a 
two-year period. 

The purpose of this clinic is: (1) To 
offer facilities for examination and diag- 
nosis for handicapped persons. This 
service will be in the field of re-education, 
not medicine. (2) To acquaint persons in 
need of therapy with the existing facil- 
ities and to assist them in obtaining the 
help they need. (3) To interest the nor- 
mal person in the rehabilitation of the 
handicapped person. 

Early in March every effort will be 
made to contact handicapped children 
who could benefit by thorough examina- 
tion. This will be done through the 
schools and the Psi Iota Xi chapters. 
Each person will be examined from one 
to four hours. He will receive various 
speech, hearing, intelligence, and school 
achievement tests he might need for 
provides ample spending money. This 
money is sent to the teachers in the 
clinic to be used for treats, bus fare, and 
mailing laundry bags. The children eat 
er meals either at Lucina or Elliott 
Hall. 
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The children live in one wing of South 
Hall. Two of the children’s teachers live 
with them. 

The children attend classes in the new 
special education building. A daily pro- 
eram has been drawn up by Miss Roma 
Hayworth. director of children’s activities 
and put into effect. It will be continued 
throughout the two summer terms. The 
program reads as follows: Breakfast. 7 
to 9 o’clock; group lessons, 8 to 9 o’clock; 
Special disabilities. Following the tests 
parents or other interested . persons 
will be acquainted with the results and 
receive recommendation as to how to 
deal with the problem. 

It is hoped that every one of you will at 
some time visit one of our Speech and 
Hearing Clinics. You will be filled with 
enthusiasm for our national projects 
when you see what is being done to help 
these handicapped children.

So seldom one takes time to quote the 
nice things said about people but we 
thought two clippings sent to us by Ruth 
Harker and Kay Gordon should be sent 
along to you. The excerpts are taken from 
the New York Letter column of Charles 
B. Driscoll and the Washington column 
of Marjorie Binford Woods as follows: 


“Middle-aged persons who are hard of 
hearing sometimes feel sorry for them- 
selves, because they misunderstand what 
is being said, and don’t like to say so. My 
suggestion to them is very simple. Just 
say, ‘Hay, I’m hard of hearing! Speak 
more distinctly, if you please!’ 

“But with children, it’s more serious. 
Many thousands of children are thought 
to be dumb, silly, idiotic, imbecilic, when 
they are merely hard of hearing. I am 
not now speaking of the totally deaf chil- 
dren, who are generally called deaf and 
dumb. They are not dumb, but merely 
deaf. Because they can’t hear their own 
voices, they do not know how to talk, un- 
less trained by intelligent instructors. 

“All children should have hearing tests, 
properly conducted, when they enter 
school. If a child’s hearing is only slightly 
bad, which may result from mastoid 
troubles or any one of the many ear dis- 
orders common among children of the 
temperate zone, he should be seated well 
forward, and the teacher should remem- 
ber to look directly at him and speak dis- 
tinctly to him. 


“A hard-of-hearing child may become 
mean, intractable, or even a problem, 
because he doesn’t know what’s going on. 

“In Muncie, some remarkably helpful 
work for hard-of-hearing childran, and 
for children with many kinds of speech 
defects, has been carried on under the 
sponsorship of a women’s organization, 
Psi Iota Xi. The speech and hearing 
clinic was set up in co-operation with 
Ball State College, one of the forward- 
looking colleges of the American heart- 
land. 

“Parents learned as much as the chil- 
dren. Hearing aids are sometimes needed 
by children, as well as by adults. Parents 
learned, in the clinic, whether the child 
needed an electrical aid, and if so, what 
kind would be mort desirable. 

“A child who is handicapped in- any 
way deserves intelligent attention. There 
is available plenty of data and experience 
to help the hard-of-hearing child and 
the child who stammers, stutters, or 
shows signs of other speech difficulty. 
Whoever helps to bring the knowledge 
and the help to those who need it is do- 
ing a service to the children. And didn’t 
somebody say that inasmuch as you do 
something good for these little ones you 
do it also to Him? 

“My brother, Van, stuttered badly as a 
child and adolescent. He fell on a side- 
walk and injured his head. The results 
were a tendency to hydrocephelas and a 
pronounced stutter. The boy suffered 
great nervous displacement, irritation, 
and embarrassment. He became a jury 
lawyer and a public speaker of no mean 
ability. He cured himself, and after- 
ward svoke before many groups of speech 
teachers, giving them the theories which 
had proved helpful and practical to him. 

“So I thank Mrs. Ethell (yes, two 1’s) 
Barr, of Muncie, for calling to my atten- 
tion the good work being done for speech 
defect patients in that town.”

One glimpse at the long lists of ac- 
ceptances for the Indiana Women’s 
luncheon, being held this week-end at 
the Washington Hotel, proves that Mrs. 
Madge Ballard, the organizer for the af- 
fair, is being sought after, rather than 
shunned, as “the promoter.”

Another popular organizer in the na- 
tion’s capital is a government girl, Miss 
Aileen P. Taylor from Angola, who re- 
cently succeeded in establishing a “clan 
within a clan” hereabouts. The organi- 
zation is the well-known Psi Iota Xi Sor- 
ority, which now boasts an associate 
chapter made up of members residing 
in Washington, nearby Virginia and 
Maryland. ; 

“The possibility of forming an associate 
chapter so far away from Indiana seemed 
rather remote when the idea first struck 
us last spring,’ Miss Taylor relates. How- 
ever, there was such enthusiastic re- 
sponse from several of the sorority mem- 
bers living in and near Washington that 
the idea gained impetus. 

“Letters were then written to every Psi 
Iota Xi chapter in Indiana and Ohio re- 
questing the names of members who had 
moved to Washington—and, surprisingly 
enough, we came up with 34 Psi Ote 
members in response to the survey,” she 
explains. 

Get-together meetings were held in 
April and May, a charter was granted 
and the chapter was installed early last 
June.

Aileen also is well known 
in Indianapolis as the organizer of the 
Delta Beta Chapter of Psi Iota Xi, which 
was established in 1929. 

In accordance with the sorority’s help- 
ful purpose, this newly formed chapter 
is making concrete plans to assist locally 
with speech and hearing work for af- 
flicted persons. Meetings are held month- 
ly at the home of the various members 
with luncheon interspered now and then 
in private dining rooms of local hotels. 

“Just as Hoosiers living in the District 
keep abreast of the social and political 
goings-on in Indiana through the Indi- 
ana State Society of Washington, we Psi 


Otes now keep in closer contact with our 
sorority back home;” that’s the concen- 
sus among the members here who enjoy 
to the fullest their association with for- 
mer Hoosier “sisters.” 

The group’s vice-president is Mrs. 
Kathryn Jones Jessup, who hails from 
Petersburg and now lives in Arlington, 
Va. Mrs. Jessup was active in the organ- 
ization of the sorority’s Delta Eta Chap- 
ter when she formerly lived in Detroit, 
es oe before coming to the nation’s cap- 
ital. 

Other Delta Chi chapter officers are 
Miss Helen Miller, treasurer, from Van 
Wert, O.; Miss M. Catherine Daugherty, 
recording secretary, from Hartford City; 
Mrs. Margaret Burton Murphy, cor- 
responding secretary, from Franklin, and 
Miss Pauline (Pat) Griffith, conductress, 
from Scottsburg. “Pat” was formerly 
Capt. Griffith in the WAC; served over- 
seas during the war and now is engaged 
in radio and newspaper work in Wash- 
ington.
